To the Editor of ‘“‘ The American Literary Gazette and Pub- 
lishers’ Circular :"’— 

Sin: “An American Publisher’? in your last 
issue either seeks to convey the idea—notwithstand- 
ing Messrs. Strahan & Co.’s denial of the fact—that 
the article in “ Harper’s Weekly” headed “ No 
more American Books”’ is correct with reference to 
“ The Sunday Magazine ;” or, he is one of the curi- | 
ous whom Messrs. Strahan & Co. refer to the New | 
York Custom-house for information. It may not, 
however, be out of place for me to state here a few 
facts regarding that now famous entry made so | 
much of by Messrs. Harper, your correspondent, 
and I think aiso the Revenue Commissioners. They 
are these: About the middle of December, I received 
from Messrs. Strahan & Co. an invoice of some 
“ Sunday Magazine” sheets, properly sworn to before 
the American Consul in London; that invoice was 
given as usual to a custom-house broker to have 
an entry made and duty paid, all of which was 
done according to Custom-house routine. In afew 
days I expected an order would be issued for 
delivery of the goods to me, but no—they were de- 
tained! Some investigation was to be made about 
them. In course of time “ Harper’s Weekly,” with 
the article “No more American Books,” appeared. 
I called at the Custom-house to see if the investi- | 
gation had been completed, and was told “ No,’’ and 
asked if I had “seen Harper’s statement.”’ I replied 
that I had, and that it “‘ was full of untruth, as they 
could see by examining the invoice and goods 
which they had possession of.”” “ And the Revenue 
Commissioners have incorporated it in their report,” 
said they. ‘“ Notwithstanding its incorporation in 
the Commissioners’ report, it is still untrue,” was my 
reply. They then let me understand that the inves- 
tigation was not yet completed, and said they would 
apprise me when it was. I was thus kept waiting 
till the end of January, when the officials were 
satisfied that instead of duty having been paid on 
three farthings a part, which would certainly have | 
been much less than the paper cost, even though it 
had been of “Belgian make,” too much duty by 
about $72 in gold had been paid, and forthwith | 
issued an order for delivery of the goods to me. | 
The $72 I was told would be “ refunded” some time | 
hence, probably in twoor three months. I am much | 
more content to wait two or three months for the | 
“ refund” than I was to wait six weeks for the exa- | 
mination of some cases of Magazine sheets.

Messrs. Strahan & Co. never said what they would 


| do, though they did say what could be done “ac. 


cording to the statute.” That they would require 
to do something—if each shipment of their Maga- 
zine was to be detained at the New York Custom. 
house for six weeks—was very evident, but what 
that something would be, Messrs. Strahan & Co, . 
did not say, nor do I think they had decided at the 
time their letter appeared. Again, what can your 
correspondent mean by a merchant “ evading the 
intent of a law by taking advantage of a provision 
in the law?’’ The intent may not be expressed, but 
the provision is. Are we to understand that the in- 
If both are 
expressed, how are shippers to know which part of 


|a statute is intent (law) to be obeyed, and which 


provision (fiction) to be avoided? If the law is 
wrong, let law-makers amend it; or, make a new 
one to substitute for it; but do not call shippers 
“ evaders of the intent of a law,” who “act accord. . 
ing to law.” 

The “American Publisher” takes umbrage at 
Messrs. Strahan & Co. saying, “the useless em- 
ployment of men in the manufacture of books will 
cease.”” And pray, why shouldn’t all-useless employ- 
ment of men cease, whether it be in making books, 
railroads, canals, or rivers? Would it not be better 
if those men who are at present employed reprint- 
ing English books, of which there is no scarcity in 
the country, were employed printing ‘* Webster's 
Spelling’? and such other “books by American 
authors which are now being printed in England 
for the American market ?” 

Your correspondent is surely at fault, too, when 
he attempts to prove that an English edition of a 
book by an English author when sold in the United 
States is more injurious to an American author than 
an American reprint of the same book would be. 
With all due regard to the experience of “ An Ameri- 
can Publisher,’ I think the American reprint is 
quite as injurious, if there be any injury at all, to 
American authors as the importation of an edi- 
tion printed from the original plates, and in the 
sale of which the author is interested. Again, I 
differ from your correspondent in not fearing that 
American copyright works will be driven from the 
market. If they have any intrinsic value they can- 
not be driven from the American market, nor yet 
from the English market, should they have an in- 
terest extending so far. If they have no intrinsic 
value, then the sooner such are driven from the 


|market the better for publisher, bookseller, and 


purchaser. Let us have an international copyright 
law, then the interests of author and publisher will 
be identical. At present they are not in all cases 
so, more especially when one of the parties resides 


| in the United States, the other anywhere else. The 


law, or rather the “no copyright law,” has been a 
continued wrong to the author for the benefit of the 
publisher. The rule has been that’the author has 
been paid for the good his work has done on one 
side of the Atlantic, while some publisher has pock- 
eted the profits on the other side. 

Anent certain English books consigned by Alex- 
ander Strahan, London, to me.—The New York 
Custom House officials confiscated three shipments 
of books consigned by Mr. Strahan to me, the rea- 
son given being “ undervaluation on invoices,” as- 


| certained on revaluation by New York publishers 
' and importers selected by the deputy collector for 


that purpose. The amount of confidence the Cus- 
tom-house officials ultimately placed on the judg- 
ment of the revaluators may be estimated from-a

“T would ask the American booksellers further 


to try me by the interpretation of the statute adopt- | 


ed by the New York publishers themselves. What 
their interpretation is, or rather what it was before 
any biassing motives came into play, is conclusively 
brought out in the above-quoted report of the Reve- 
nue Commission. With the view of showing how 
the book trade in America has been affected by re- 
cent legislative measures, the Commissioners quote 
from a circular of a leading member of the book 
trade. And this is what they quote: ‘In England, 


books, papers, &c., are specially exempted from | 


taxation. Here there is a duty of 35 per cent. on 
sized book paper, and an internal revenue tax equal 


‘to about 11 per cent. on books, including the tax 


on paper, and on the difference between the cost 
and the wholesale price; while the duty on im- 
ported books is only 25 per cent. With all these 
odds against us, the English manufacturer should 
be able to pay his duties and land his books in 
New York or Boston at about one-half the price we 
can make them here—to wit, his paper costs him 
only one-third what paper costs here, his labor and 
materials less than one-half, while we pay an amount 
about equal to his duties in internal revenue ; even 
more, fur he invoices his goods at cost, or nearly so, 
sending them to his own house here, while our tax 
is upon every separate item that enters into the 
book. . . . An average book would, perhaps, take 
one pound of paper.

Since then I have not heard of such 
a glaring case of inconsistency as Mr. Appleton’s. 
I hope he will be ‘able to explain matters satisfac- 
torily. Mr. Lippincott, too, it is well known, made 
large purchases in London, and invoiced them at 
| actual cost.* These men, so familiar with American 
| laws and customs, interpreted the statute in a more 

liberal sense than I did; and if any action was to 
| have been taken in the matter, it should surely 
| have been directed against those who sinned against 
the greater light, and not against a stranger, who 
had only a public statute to guide him, at 3,000 
miles distance. 

“The American publishing trade has done me a 
great injustice in this business, and I appeal confi- 
dently to them to put me right. Just now I have 
neither the means nor the opportunity to fight a 
long legal contest in America, but their influence 
can doubtless undo what it has done. Let me re- 
mind them that when my goods were locked up in 
the New York custom-house, one New York firm 
announced two of my-books (four volumes) as bein 
in preparation by them, another firm announc

probably double the income he receives from his 
novels. His ardent desire is to golive within sight 
and sound of the ocean, but his wife is said to be 
averse from turning her back on Paris ; besides, he 
has a large family (seven children, the eldest of 
which is not yet eight years old), and his occupa- 
tions require his almost constant presence here. He 
lives as far from the centre of Paris as he can get, 
in the Rue St. Maur Popincourt, hard by Pére la 
Chaise. The house in which he lives was built by 
M. de Breteuil for his amorous adventures. In those 
ante-revolutionary days it was far outside of the 
walls of Paris. M. Feval works four hours, from 8 
o’clock A. M. to 12 o’clock M.,every day. He had 
for many years secretaries, and he dictated to them 
as he walked up and down his room; but he has 
long since discarded them ; he writes every line of 
his novels and plays with his own hand. He says 
he found the practice of dictation tended to make 
his novels too long. He never takes a carriage ; he 
composes as he goes about the streets. He is pas- 
sionately fond of gymnastic exercises, and spends 
one or two hours daily in a gymnasium. 

I have to record the death of M. Charles Weiss, 
a corresponding member of the French Institute, 
and librarian of the of city Besancon; he was 87 
years old. His name frequently occurs in the 
biography of Proudhon. .... M. Julien Danielo 
isdead. He was Chateaubriand’s private secretary 
and devoted friend—his Boswell. Chateaubriand 
dying said to him: You must come to see me on 
the Grand Bé, and be faithful to my memory. The 
Grand Bé is the name of the storm-beaten, ocean- 
lashed rock at St. Malo, in which Chateaubriand is 
buried. Since this author’s death, he has lived a 
hermit’s life in this great city. He discovered, in 
the Rue Notre Dame des Champs, not far from the 
Observatory, and near Chateaubriand’s mansion, 


* a hovel at the back of a stonemason’s yard. 


The stones were disjointed, the window panes 
broken, the tiles fallen—never mind, it suited 
him. He moved the little he owned into it, and 
here he lived without a servant or a visitor. He 
cooked his meals himself, and never quitted his 
kennel except to go to market, or to some circulat- 
ing library. He studied and wrote. His favorite 
authors were the Fathers. He was surrounded by 
pigeons, who perched everywhere, and had covered 
everything with their dirt. The Lower Bretons are 
noted in France for their filth, and he was no ex- 
ception to the characteristics of his race, He never 
used a broom ; spiders had spun their webs in every 
cranny and crevice of the hovel; add the pigeon 
guano, accumulated during twenty years, and you 
may conceive the squalor in which he lived. It was 
not poverty which drove him to this misanthropic 
life, but disappointments of various sorts. He died 
at the hospital in the common ward. He published 
last year “M. de Chateaubriand and his Detractors,” 
but the book was so violent as to be unreadable. 
He has left a manuscript monography of pigeons, 
which is said to be interesting. .. .. M. Victor 
Foucher, the youngest justice of the Supreme Court 
of France, fell dead of apoplexy on the bench a few 
days ago. M. Victor Hugo married his sister, and 
it was in his house the poet lay concealed during 
the storm of the Cuup d’Etat, and until he could 
escape abroad. The police knew he was there. 
M. Victor Foucher was the author or translator of 
some twenty or thirty volumes, and he contributed 
legal and literary articles to many of our reviews 
and newspapers. 

M. Dora d’Istria has been elected a member of the 
Imperial Society of Geography. ... Dr. Veron 
gets $100 for each feuilleton of his memoirs published 
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in “ Le Constitutionnel ;”’ they will fill the feuilleton 
the coming six mpnths ; he is paid in advance, and 
has received $18,000. It is said he will be his own 
publisher. ... The remains of the late M. P. J. 
Proudhon have been removed from Passy to Mt. 
Parnasse burying-ground ; a handsome monument 
crowned with his bust will mark his sleeping-place. 
- - - The new reading room of the Imperial Library 
will be opened on the 15th August. ..... The 
French Government has given the cross of officer of 
the Legion of Honor to Prof. Buschmann, of Berlin, 
for his labors with the brothers von Humboldt, and 
his works on philology. . . . The effect of the re- 
cent judgment against the publishers of the Bible 
annotated by the late P. G. Proudhon, has been to 
frighten our printers and publishers into a panic. 
M. Poupart Davyl (the printer of the Bible) has a 
work on a philosophical subject set up and ready to 
be printed, but he refuses to print it; the publisher 
declines having anything more to do with it, and 
the poor author is half crazed to see the cup of lite- 
rary and pecuniary success slip away just as it 
seemed to reach his lips. .... We have a Latin 
newspaper! It is published at Montlieu in Charente 
County. It is entitled “ Apis Romana, sive men- 
strua litterarum latinarum collectanea,” etc. The 
first number, contains, among other articles, an ode 
to the pipe :— 
O tabacum, munus célesté! 0! urnula, testa es 
At capis in luteo bona quanta sinu! 

M. Viennet, the nonogenarian academician, is re- 
vising the proof-sheets of a history of the Papacy 
down to Innocent III.’s days. He began this work 
in 1816, has worked at it repeatedly since, and com- 
pleted it in 1860, when he would have published it, 
had he not felt some scruples about attacking Rome 
when so many foes were assailing it, He threw it 
aside until the Encyclical Letters against Free- 
Masonry appeared, which roused his anger (he is 
the Grand Master of the Scottish Rite of Free-Ma- 
sonry in France); he at once sent his manuscript 
to the press. .... Here is M. Victor Hugo’s last 
letter. Like most of his writings, it aims to be grand, 
and succeeds only in being swollen. The Gonfa- 
lonier of Florence recently sent him Dante’s medal 
in Italy’s name; he made this reply: “Mr. Gon- 
falonier, to receive from the Gonfalonier of Florence 
the Jubilee medal of Dante in Italy’s name, is an 
immense honor, and I am profoundly touched by it.
